Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Please 
update paragraph [0001] on page 1 of the specification with the appropriate Patent 
Number.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

5. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,404,882. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the processor and the display unit recited in claim 1 of the patent is 
equivalent per function with the NMA of the present application and such substitution 
would have been obvious even to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention. 

6. Claims 1-7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 6,243,458. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of the present application are broader in scope than the 
claims of the patent. Omission of an element and its function in a combination is an 
obvious expedient. In re KARLSON (CCPA) 136 USPQ 184 (1963). 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 5,999,616. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of the present application are broader in scope than the 
claims of the patent. Omission of an element and its function in a combination is an 
obvious expedient. In re KARLSON (CCPA) 136 USPQ 184 (1963).
